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I.  INTRODUCTION 


Working  Paper  #3  on  the  1990  Census  is  the  third  in  a series  of  MTC  reports 
providing  analyses  of  information  available  from  the  1990  federal  decennial  Census. 
MTC  Working  Paper  #1,  published  April  1992,  describes  Bay  Area  data  from  the  100- 
percent  count  data  file  released  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  (also  known  as 
"Summary  Tape  File  1A"  or  "STF1A").  The  MTC  Working  Paper  #2,  published 
August  1992,  describes  transportation-related  data  from  the  sample  count  data  file 
from  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau  (also  known  as  "Summary  Tape  File  3A"  or  "STF3A"). 
The  sample  count  data  file  is  based  on  census  responses  from  approximately  one-in- 
eight  Bay  Area  households  (the  1990  Census  "long  form").  The  100-percent  count 
data  is  based  on  responses  from  all  Bay  Area  households  (the  1990  Census  "short 
form"). 

Working  Paper  #3  provides  an  analysis  of  Bay  Area  commute  data  to  complement 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  Press  Release  of  December  22, 1992.  This  Census 
Bureau  press  release  provides  county-to-county  1990  commute  patterns  for  the  ten 
largest  metropolitan  regions  in  the  United  States.  Concurrent  with  the  Census 
Bureau  Press  Release  is  the  Bureau's  release  of  a county-to-county  commute  file  for 
all  counties  in  the  U.S. 

This  MTC  Working  Paper  provides  comparisons  to  previous  Census  commute 
pattern  data.  An  addendum  to  this  working  paper  will  be  published  in  early  1993  to 
describe  other  relevant  commute  patterns  not  detailed  in  this  working  paper  (e.g., 
total  commuters  living  in  San  Joaquin  County  and  commuting  to  Alameda  County, 
etc.) 

What  to  Expect  Next? 

More  detailed  journey-to-work  data  from  the  1990  Census  is  expected  for  release  by 
the  Census  Bureau  in  1993.  Data  on  city-to-city  commute  patterns  is  expected  in 
Spring  1993.  This  city-to-city  database  will  also  include  data  on  means  of 
transportation  on  a county-to-county  basis  to  complement  the  12/22/92  county-to- 
county  data.  Data  on  detailed  neighborhood-to-neighborhood  commute  patterns  is 
expected  during  the  summer  or  fall  of  1993.  The  neighborhood,  or  "zone"  level 
journey-to-work  file  will  have  data  for  approximately  3,100  areas  within  the  nine 
county  San  Francisco  Bay  Area. 
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II.  COUNTY-TO-COUNTY  COMMUTE  PATTERNS  IN  THE  BAY  AREA 


Changes  in  Bay  Area  county-to-county  commute  patterns,  or  commute  "flows"  are 
summarized  in  Tables  1 and  2.  Comparisons  of  1980  to  1990  commute  patterns  are 
detailed  in  the  four  page  Table  1.  County-to-county  comparisons  for  the  years  I960, 
1970,  1980  and  1990  are  included  as  Table  2.  1 

Also  shown  in  Table  1 are  the  percent  and  absolute  changes  in  the  number  of 
county-to-county  commuters  between  1980  and  1990.  The  last  two  columns  of  Table 
1 show  where  people  work,  by  percent  share  of  resident  county  workers.  For 
example,  85.2  percent  of  San  Francisco  resident  workers  lived  and  worked  in  San 
Francisco  in  1980.  This  share  declined  to  80.4  percent  of  San  Franciscans  living  and 
working  in  San  Francisco  by  the  year  1990.  This  means  that  a higher  share  of  San 
Franciscans  are  "reverse"  commuting  to  jobs  outside  the  city  of  San  Francisco  in 
1990  relative  to  1980. 

Note  that  all  data  included  in  this  working  paper  are  for  workers  by  all  means  of 
transportation  combined,  including  walking,  working  at  home,  and  bicycling,  as 
well  as  driving  alone,  carpooling  and  taking  transit.  The  county-to-county  commute 
data  by  means  of  transportation  will  not  be  available  until  spring,  1993. 

Data  sources  for  the  county-to-county  commute  data  included  in  Table  2 are  the 
federal  decennial  census  data  as  adapted  or  reported  by  the  Bay  Area  Transportation 
Study  Commission  (the  1960  Census)  and  by  the  Metropolitan  Transportation 
Commission  (the  1970,  1980  and  1990  Censuses).  Note  that  the  "Elsewhere-to-Bay 
Area  County"  in  Table  2 for  the  year  1980  only  includes  commuters  from  counties 
adjacent  to  the  Bay  Area.  The  "elsewhere-to-Bay  Area  County"  in  Table  2 for  the 
year  1990  includes  commuters  from  all  counties  to  jobs  in  Bay  Area  counties.  For 
example,  the  1980  statistics  will  exclude  workers  who  commute  from  Los  Angeles 
residences  to  San  Francisco  jobs;  the  1990  values  will  include  separate  numbers  for 
this  Los  Angeles-to-San  Francisco  commute. 


1)  The  1990  commuter  values  for  Santa  Clara-to-Contra  Costa  and  San  Mateo-to-Contra  Costa  are 
currently  being  reviewed  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau.  MTC  believes  that  these  numbers  may  be  in  error 
due  to  a potential  place-of-work  coding  error.  These  two  values  should  be  considered  preliminary 
estimates  - subject  to  change  - until  the  Census  Bureau  can  resolve  the  apparent  problems. 
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III.  SIGNIFICANT  CHANGES  IN  BAY  AREA  COMMUTE  PATTERNS 


Several  significant  changes  in  Bay  Area  commute  patterns  can  be  discerned  from 
this  new  1990  Census  data.  Some  of  these  significant  changes  are  summarized  in 
Tables  3 through  6 of  this  Working  Paper.  More  precise  and  insightful  analyses  of 
1990  journey-to-work  characteristics  must  await  the  release  of  the  more  detailed  data 
in  the  spring-to-fall  of  1993. 

• Who  commutes  to  jobs  in  San  Francisco?  The  four  principal  markets  for 
commuters  to  jobs  in  San  Francisco  are  a)  local  commuters  living  in  San  Francisco; 

b)  commuters  from  North  Bay  residences  commuting  via  the  Golden  Gate  corridor; 

c)  commuters  from  the  East  Bay  via  the  Bay  Bridge  and  BART;  and  d)  commuters 
from  the  Peninsula  (San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara  Counties)  via  1-280,  US-101,  BART  and 
CalTrain.  Data  from  the  1980  and  1990  Census  show  that  the  majority  of  the  new 
commuters  commuting  to  San  Francisco  jobs  are  from  East  Bay  residences  (Table 

3). This  represents  a 27  percent  increase  in  the  number  of  transbay  commuters  to  San 
Francisco  jobs,  1980  to  1990.  The  number  of  commuters  who  live  and  work  in  San 
Francisco  also  showed  a moderate  8.1  percent  increase  from  1980  to  1990,  adding  23.1 
thousand  new  local  commuters  within  the  city  of  San  Francisco. 

A significant  finding  is  the  stable  number  of  commuters  commuting  from 
Peninsula  residences  to  San  Francisco  jobs;  and  the  slight  decline  in  the  total 
number  of  North  Bay  commuters  working  in  San  Francisco  between  1980  and  1990. 
The  number  of  Peninsula  commuters  working  in  San  Francisco  increased  0.6 
percent  between  1980  and  1990,  from  86.1  thousand  commuters  in  1980  to  86.6 
thousand  commuters  in  1990.  A moderate  increase  in  the  number  of  Sonoma-to- 
San  Francisco  commuters  was  more  than  offset  by  an  11  percent  decline  in  the 
number  of  Marin  County-to-San  Francisco  commuters.  Overall,  the  Golden  Gate 
corridor  (bridge  and  ferries)  showed  a 4.8  percent  decline  in  the  number  of 
commuters  to  San  Francisco,  1980  to  1990. 

• Who  commutes  to  jobs  in  Santa  Clara  County?  Santa  Clara  County  is  the  largest 
county  in  the  Bay  Area  in  terms  of  total  population,  total  labor  force,  and  total  jobs. 
The  commute  market  to  jobs  in  Santa  Clara  County  can  be  broken  down  into  a)  local 
commuters  living  and  working  in  Santa  Clara;  b)  Peninsula  commuters  from  San 
Mateo  and  San  Francisco  Counties  and  points  north;  c)  East  Bay  commuters  from 
Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Solano  and  Napa  Counties;  and  d)  Monterey  Bay  area 
commuters  from  Santa  Cruz,  San  Benito  and  Monterey  Counties.  The  largest 
increase  in  commuting  in  the  Bay  Area  is  the  number  of  workers  who  both  live  and 
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work  in  Santa  Clara  County.  The  number  of  commuters  increased  from  597.8 
thousand  workers  in  1980  to  710.4  thousand  commuters  by  the  year  1990,  a 19 
percent  increase,  or  a 112.6  thousand  person  increase  in  the  number  of  commuters. 
The  number  of  commuters  from  the  Peninsula  also  increased  significantly  in  terms 
of  percent  growth  (+35.4%)  adding  13.3  thousand  commuters  to  the  Santa  Clara 
commute. 

The  most  significant  percent  growth  in  commuting  to  Santa  Clara  jobs  occurred  in 
the  East  Bay-to-Santa  Clara  corridor,  which  increased  by  96  percent  between  1980  and 
1990.  The  number  of  East  Bay-to-Santa  Clara  County  commuters  almost  doubled 
between  1980  and  1990,  increasing  from  30  thousand  commuters  in  1980  to  59 
thousand  commuters  by  the  year  1990  adding  29  thousand  new  daily  commuters 
through  this  corridor.  The  number  of  Santa  Cruz-to-Santa  Clara  commuters 
increased  by  37.2  percent  between  1980  and  1990,  increasing  from  12.9  thousand 
commuters  in  1980  to  17.7  thousand  commuters  in  1990.  The  number  of  commuters 
who  travel  from  San  Benito  and  Monterey  Counties  to  Santa  Clara  and  the  rest  of 
the  Bay  Area  are  not  currently  available. 

• Who  Commutes  Over  the  Carquinez  Strait?  The  number  of  southbound 
commuters  over  the  Carquinez  Strait,  which  separates  Solano  County  from  Contra 
Costa  County,  is  shown  in  Table  5.  The  Census  commute  statistics  show  a more  than 
doubling  of  the  number  of  commuters  using  the  two  bridges  (Benicia/Martinez  and 
Carquinez)  crossing  the  Carquinez  Strait,  increasing  from  23.3  thousand  commuters 
in  1980  to  49.0  thousand  commuters  in  1990  (+110.1%).  These  commuters  travel 
from  homes  in  Solano  and  Napa  Counties  to  jobs  in  the  East  Bay,  San  Francisco,  and 
the  South  Bay/Peninsula. 
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III.  THE  EMERGING  SUBURBAN  COMMUTE  IN  THE  BAY  AREA 


Growth  in  suburban  and  central  county  commuting  patterns,  1980  to  1990,  is 
summarized  in  Table  6.  This  is  essentially  a two-by-two  journey-to-work  matrix 
stratified  by  Bay  Area  suburban  counties  and  Bay  Area  central  county.  San  Francisco 
County  is  shown  as  the  "central  county;"  the  other  eight  Bay  Area  counties  are 
included  as  the  "suburban  counties."  2 

The  Bay  Area  grew  by  595  thousand  new  commuters  between  1980  and  1990, 
increasing  from  2.487  million  commuters  in  1980  to  3.082  million  commuters  by  the 
year  1990,  an  increase  of  23.9  percent.  Of  these  595  thousand  new  commuters,  549 
thousand,  or  88  percent,  were  commuting  to  jobs  in  the  eight  Bay  Area  "suburban" 
counties;  the  other  8 percent  (47  thousand  new  commuters)  were  commuting  to  jobs 
in  the  city/county  of  San  Francisco. 

Growth  in  commuting  to  San  Francisco  jobs  was  equally  split  in  the  number  of  San 
Francisco-to-San  Francisco  commuters  (+23.7  thousand  new  commuters)  and  the 
number  of  suburban  counties  -to-  San  Francisco  commuters  (+23.1  thousand  new 
commuters).  The  highest  percent  growth  is  in  the  Central  County- to-suburban 
counties  "reverse"  commute  from  San  Francisco  homes  to  suburban  jobs,  increasing 
from  46.8  thousand  to  71.6  thousand  commuters,  1980  to  1990  - an  increase  of  53.0 
percent. 

The  largest  commute  growth  market  in  the  Bay  Area,  1980  to  1990,  was  in  the 
suburban  counties-to-suburban  counties  market  which  gained  524  thousand 
commuters  in  the  Bay  Area  (+27.1%). 

The  1980  Census  data  indicates  that  20.5  percent  of  all  Bay  Area  commuters 
commuted  to  jobs  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco  in  1980  (508,600  out  of  2,486,800 
commuters).  By  1990,  this  share  of  regional  commuters  had  declined  to  18.0  percent 
of  all  Bay  Area  commuters  working  in  San  Francisco  (555,400  out  of  3,082,300 
commuters). 


2)  This  is  an  over-simplification  of  the  urban  / suburban  dichotomy  in  the  Bay  Area.  This 
simplification  is  warranted  at  this  time  because  of  the  lack  of  precise  data  for  other  communities,  such 
as  Oakland,  San  Jose  and  Berkeley,  which  are  typically  considered  part  of  the  "urban  core"  of  the  Bay 
Area.
